The Grea* Lone Land. 


PROF. MAGOUN'S LECTURE IN WINNIPEC—FURTHER 
FACTS FROM THE FAR WEST. 


(Winnipeq Free Press.) 

Under the auspices of the Historical 
Society Prof. Macoun dolivered an intor- 
osting lecture in the city hall on Saturday 
evening, There was a fair audience pro- 
sont, 





After some introductory remarks tho 
Jocturor said that, unlike many who had 
written and apokon about the North-West, 
ho would not simply toll them what his im- 
pressions wore, or what he had heard, but 
what ho had seen. Hethon told of his 
boing asked in 1872 by Lieutenant-Governor 
Archibald, whose guest he was, to enquire 
into the effect upon vegetation of the alka- 
line nature of portions of the soil around 
Winnipeg. Ho had mado a botanical trip 
over the spoton which Winnipeg now stands, 
and had found plants identical with those 
of species that are foundonthe sea coast 
of the northern United States. Potatoes 
came up in spots and alkaline plants were 
found in patches where potatoes did not 
grow. Yet noone talked now of the soil 
around this city being unfit to grow cereals, 
On the contrary, the quality spoken of gave 
the soil all the greater power to produce 
grain, roots and vegetables. The lecturer 
then paid a glowing tribue to the 
ee progress and future prospects of 
Winnipeg, which is making strides such as 
no city inthe east is making. He had 
faith in this country in 1872 though there 
were then but a few little wooden houses in 
Winnipeg. He referred to the navigability 
of the river Assiniboine, A year ago last 
spring the lecturer had gone to Fort Ellice 
in sixteen days with the aid of the river. 
This year he had found the river just as 
suitable, and had gone by that route to 
Grand Valley, of which place he had never 
hoard until he came to this city last spring. 
Since last spring four or five cities had 
sprung up, and for the life of him he could 
not tell where they were. (Laughter.) 
Places that had no existense last spring 
had now regular mails, weekly or more 
frequent, and post-offices were established 
where five months ago there were no houses. 
Having previously explored tho Peace 
River country, and the countfy north of 
the North Saskatchewan, and that on the 
fhain route going west to Edmonton, and 
that last year north of the 51st parallel 
and up to the line of railway, the lecturer 
was sent this year to explore the country 
further south, which had been supposed to 
be useless. The intention was to see 
whether that country was good, bad, or 
indifferent, so that he might know for a 
certainty whether it could be counted upon 
as of any value for the future. On reach- 
ing Grand Valley he was to go west and 
examine Moose Mountain, then farther 
westward, and including a little to the 
north accross the great plain of the Souris, 
He had stated last year that there was 
good land along the United States boun- 
dary as faras the 103rd meridian. This 
year he had penetrated to the 106th meri- 
dian, and had discovered the good land to 
extend 150 miles further west than he 
knew last year. But on this great plain 
there was not abush for 100 miles. (A Voice 
—Thore’s coal.) Yes, by actual demon- 
stration he had proved that there was at 
least one seam of coal seven feet thick, 
besides three others of whose yalue he was 
not at present prepared to speak. The 
region, though capable of producing enor- 
mous crops, was not yet fit for settlement, 
The soil was a thin friable clay, and the 
ground was very rough. There was great 
difficulty in procuring water, of which the 
lecturer gave examples from his own é6xpe- 
rience, ‘That great plain was as level as a 
floor so far as undulations were concerned, 
but was all broken into lumps from five or 
six inches up to afoot in height. Some 
observers had described the land as full o 
sun cracks, but the gentlemen had written 
without knowledge. The openings were 
frost cracks and not suncracks, The land 
was largely clay, but it was a friable clay. 
The rains that fell were absorbed into the 
soil, and the winters being as here pretty 
frosty, the water was swollen by the frost, 
so that it heaved up the clay. The grass 
grew to the height of one and a half feet, 
and there were snowberry bushes and innu- 
merable rose bushes which scented the 
whole air, although there was not a drop of 
water on the surface, the rain as it fell hay- 
ing descended into the cracks referred to. 
The plain was literally without water, yet 
any quantity could be found by digging a 
short distance below the surface, and the 
soil was always moist enough to support 
yegotation, and was an excellent one for 
growing wheat. Almost the whole plain 
west of the Pembina Mountains aa far as 
the great Saskatchewan would be found 
well suited for the raising of wheat. The 
lecturer then described the Coteau, which 
is beyond the great Souris plain. He said 
it is astrip of county 25 miles in width, con- 
sisting of a series of what Dr. Geo. Dawson 
called tumultuous hills, thrown together 
without any order. Between the hills were 
little depressions filled with excellent 
water. Tho grass found in the fall and 
summer was excellent —there was no better 
pasture land anywhere. Aaving crossed 
the Coteau they crossed the third prairie 
ateppe, or tho lignite tertiarg plateau of 
George Dawson. Prof. Macoun found the 
soil good,as Dr, Dawson had also pronouno- 
ed it, though the latter had gone along the 
boundary line, while the former went one 
degree farther north, On the prairie 
beyond McKinnon’s, the Prof. saw the 
proof that twenty five-bushels of grain can 
bo raised to the acre on the sod. On the 
second and third prairio steppes, farmera 
had nothing todo but plough and sow, and 
roap the same year. Tho soil was good and 
tho rain was sullicient to raise firat-class 
crops of grain without irrigation. The 
Uyprus Hills, he had thought of as hills 
that might bo called tho Delectable 
Mountains. Ho described the asoont of 
these hills, of which, at the eastern ond, 
the olovation was 600 feot above the general 
level of the country, while at the weatern 
ond it was 1,500 foot, or nearly 4,000 foot 
aboyo sou level. They were altogethor 
without wood at the western end and in 
some of the coulees, and tho sane was true 
of water. Grain might be grown on a 
portion of tho oastorn end, but the Cypress 
Hills a6 a wholo wore totally untit for the 
porfect growth of any kind of grain, They 
wore also unfit for winter pasture, because 
the graas kopt groon all summer, and whon 
tho frost came it was green, and whon thus 
killod by the frost was untit to fatten cattle,

which was over a yard widoand afoot deep. 
T'ho stroame issuing from this height of 
land flowed on one side to Hudson's Bay 
and on the other side to the Gulf of Mexico, 
The country south of tho Oyproas Hilla 
wis poor, having very little land 
that was fit for agriculture, or fop first 
class pasture, Fort Walsh was situated on 
Battle Creek, 600 hundred fect below the 
top of the plateau. It was beautifolly lo- 
cated as regards picturesquoness and con- 
venionce for supply of good waterand wood 
but not as regard health, being enveloped 
in fog and mist. In the middle of August 
farmers woro found cutting their oats for 
fodder, not expecting that the crop would 
riven, Potatoes also in the villey near 
Fort Walsh would bo a very precarious 
crop, Onthe l7thof August the wheat 
was not yet shot on thefarmof Mr. English, 
on the Ansinibcing Reserve. Tt was shoor 
nonsense to-talk about raiving rain there, 
as the land was 4,000 feet above the levei 
of the soa, that is half the height of the 
Rocky Mountains. He ridiculed the idea 
that the present generation of Indianscould 
ever be induced to work,and adyocated the 
training to labour of the young boys. Hoe 
pps of the prevalence of horse . stealing 
miong the border, The only way to put a 
stop to this was by punishing the Indians 
who committed such crimes with impri- 
sonment at hard labour with a ball and 
chain for five or six months. There was 
abundance of coal in this country, though 
*e could not reveal its locality. Prof. Ma- 
coun, in conclusion, referred to statements 
made by various gentlemen in regard to 
this country.ang advanced facts in refut- 
ation thereof. He explained how good soil 
was found thinly covered with gravel,shew- 
ing how the burning away of the organic 
surface soil had left this coating of gravel 
He further pointed out how the prairie soil 
was much better adapted than that of the 
forest to the raising of cereals, and then re- 
sumed his seat amid loud applause. 

On motion, a hearty vote of thanks was 
accorded to Prof.Macoun,and the audience 
then separated.

days to come. 

The roof of the rear building of the old 
Road distillery, which is now in course of 
alteration by Mr. Leavens for his proposed 
cider and vinegar factory, was considerably 
damaged —the southorn end being entirely 
removed aod the whole roof shifted in 
position Purt of the eastern wall was also 
demolished. ‘Tho damage, however, will 
be easily repaired, and at comparatively 
small cost. 

The smoke stacks of Flint & Holton’s 
saw-mill, Downey & Preston's elevator and 
the one at the Ontario office were all 
blown down, 

In some private residences which were 
exposed to the fury of the gale the houses 
were rocked to and fro to such an extent 
that the inmates were afraid to retire to 
rest, foaring that their premises would be 
prostrated by the wind. At one houso the 
sash in the windward side of the perch was 
driven in and hurled with such force 

gainst that on the opposite side that both 
were completely demolished. 

Fences were prostrated all directions, 
roofs were injured, chimneys blown down, 
and a vast amount of damage, of which it 
is impossible to give details, caused by the 
blast. Suffice it to say that the night was 
one of terror to very many and that it 
will not soon be forgotten by the residents 
of Belleville. 


THE GALE ELSEWHERE. 


THE SCHR, BELLE SHERIDAN WRECKED—ALL 


ON BOARD LOST, 


Consgcoy, Noy. 8.—The schooner Belle 
Sheridan, of Toronto, went ashore on Weller’s 
Beach, two miles from here, about 9 o'clock 
yesterday moroing, and all on board perished 
except one, The vessel is a total wreck, 
scarcely a vestige of her being left. Both 
masts are gone, the deck washed away and 
she has parte? amidships, The only survivor 
is James McSherry, jr., who after clinging to 
the rigging until about 4 o'clock in the aftor- 
noon and seeing no chance of being rescued 
from the shore, tore off a plank and jumped 
with it into the water and was rescued by ao 
boat frota the shore in a very exhausted con- 
dition, 

He has fully recovered and gives the follow 
ing particulars :—They left Charlotte at 8 
o'clock on Saturday morning bound for Toron. 
to with 370 tons of coal for J. R. Bailey, and 
were well on their way. The equall struck them 
about 12 o'clock at night feom thosquth west 
and in a few minutes after the squall struck 
the greater part of the canvas was carried 
away and the main boom broken, and abont 
3 o'clock the main-top-mast was carried away. 
They tried to make Presquile, but failed,and 
gave upall hope, as the vessel was almost 
unmanageable, and shortly after went ashore, 
Those lost are James McSherry, sr., captain; 
John Hamilton, mate; John McSherry, Thos. 
McSherry, Edward McSherry and Samuel 
Boyd, all of Toronto. 

Over 100 persons were on the beach and 
saw the poor fellows drown but were unable 
to render any assistance. Five attempts were 
made to save them and once the boat capsized 
and nearly drowned the brave fellows who 
were plucky enough to venture their liyes. 
Had there beon alifeboat every one of the 
crew might havo been rescued. 

TWO VEE£SELS ASHORE AT WELLINGTON—ALL 
HANDS SAVED, 

Wevniarton, Noy, §,—The heaviest storm 
of wind and rain known for years passed over 
this locality on Saturday night. ‘The schooner 
Albert Ross. of Oakville, went ashore on Sandy 
Beach, three miles below here, about four 
o'clock Sund+y morning. All hands s ayed 
She was loaded with Inmboer and shingles from 
Port Hope bound for Charlotte, The vessel 
is full of water, but is lying easy, 

About tho same hour the barque Thomas O. 
Street, of St. Catharines, with 21,000 busbels of 
wheat, from Toronto bound for Kingston,came 
ashore three miles above here, with sails 
torn in shreds, The crew hung in the riguing 
for two hours, when all were rescued by 
throwing a line to shore which was fastonod 
to atree carrying them all safoly to land. 
The vesnel is breaking, If the wind keeps 
up much longer sho will bo a total wreck as 
sho lies on a very rocky bottom,

A serious tram-car accident occurred in New 
Kent Road, London.

A regular meetiog of the School Board was 
hold las} evening. 

Present —The Chairman, W. A. Shepard; 
Meeers. Macoun, Diamond, Hayne, Mc- 
Ginnis, Northoott, Wensloy, Richyrds, Wills, 
Tonnapt, and Dr. Tracy. 

Two communications were read—one from 
the Minister of Education, with referencs to 
the relations between school boards and 
maunicipalities, and the other from the In- 
spoctor of High Schools, submitting a report 


relative to th» Bolleville High School, of 
which the following is the text :— 
** Accommodation—Unchanged since last 


inspection ; the room in fair condition, but it 
is most desirable that the High School should 
have premises of its own. Tho Offices, 
especially, for the girls, are in better ordor 
than formorly. 


“Romarks,—I believe the Belleville School 
to be ina very healthy condition, ‘The classi- 
cal work is quite el: montary, and there seems 
little demand for Latin and Greek in the city 
at present. I regret that pupils from Hello- 
ville are not going forward to the University.” 

** ALEX. MARLING.” 

Mr, Wills announced that the Finance Com- 
mittee was not prepared to report. In order to 
receive its report, ho moved that the Board 
meet on Tuestay evening next—Car ried. 

On bohbalf of Mr. Newbory, Mr, Diamon4 
moyed that the Board go into. committee in 
order to consider the question of having the 
charts of Spencerian penmanship, recently pro- 
cured by the Board, mounted aad placed in 
the different schools,—Carried 

The Board went into committee on Ways 
and Means, Mr. Tennant in the chair. 

Mr, Diamond claimed that thé mounting of 
these charts would be a great saving of time 
and trouble, If mounted they could be used 
in the different class-rooms ; as they aro,thev 
could only be used in one room. ‘The charts 
would also be much better preserved when 
mounted, 

Mr, Wensley wished to know if the object 
of these charts was to teach ths writing mas- 
ter. He could see no other use for them. 

Mr, Diamond moved that the Committee 
on Supplies be authorized to haye the charts 
mounted, the expense not to exceed the ap- 
propriation for that purpose, 

Mr. Wills thought the idea of teaching a 
child penmanship from the charts was absurd. 
Children should not be taught penmanship by 
theory, but by practice.

THE GREAT STORM. 


LOSS OF, THE PROPELLOR “ZEALAND.”’—GOES 
DOWN IN THE GALE WITH ALL ON BOARD, 


On Friday last the propeller ‘‘Zealand” 
started from Toronto loaded with wheat for 
the firm of Messrs, A. W. Ogilvic & Company 
of Montreal. Since then, though the gale on 
Sanday had awakened fears ay to her fate,and 
though enquiries had been made, no word of 
the vessel had been received from any point 
onthe lake. On the 9th inst., the Mosars 
Ogilvie received a telegram from Oswego, 
which more than contirmed their worst feara 
Tho schooner ‘*Mary Taylor,” which arrived 
at Oswogo on the 9th, roports haviog picked 
up near that city several barrels of flour 
branded ‘‘Quoon City Mills,” and near them 
also found the yawl of the propellor ‘‘Zoaland’' 
dipating about bottom upward. The propeller 
had on board A small quantity (200 barrels) of 
the Qaeon City flour. As noword has boon 
heardfrom any momber of the crew it i, 
believed that the vessel wont down bodily, 
and that all handsare lost. The “Zealand” was 
owned and sailed by Captain Zoaland, one of 
the very oldest and most capable of lake 
marinors. It ie}.not dofinitely known how 
many wore on board the vessel, but itis said 
that she sailed with a full crow.

The new Lord Mayor gave the customary 
banquet at Guildhall to-night. Nearly one 
thousand guests attended. Mr. Gladstone, 
M. Lacour, the French Ambassador, and 
ondostaulos, the Greek Minister, were 
receiyed with enthusiastic cheers. Mr. 
Lowell, the American Minister, was pre- 
sent, 

Mr. Gladstono, in reply to the toast to 
Her Majesty’s Ministers, said that the 
abundant harvest was one fortunate 
circumstance for Ireland. It would be the 
duty of the Ministers to carefully examine 
the condition of the law with regard to the 
wants of Ireland, and if they found oc- 
casion to believe that its provisions were 
insufficient for the happiness of the people 
they would not scruple to call on Parlia- 
ment to deal with the subject in a spirit of 
enue and justice. He continued ;— 
Illegitimate influences are at work in Ire- 
land. The maintenance of public order is 
to be considered before the improvement of 
the land. Those who wish to ocoupy evict- 
ed farms are obstructed by menace, intimid- 
ation, crime, and the infringement of the 
rights of free citizenship, Although the 
Government are snsious to promote im: 
provements in land laws, yet we recognize 
asaduty above all others the duty of 
enforcing the law for the purposes of order. 
One obligation incumbent upon us is to 
pee every citizen in the enjoyment of 
ife and property, and it may be that under 
certain circumstances we may be compelled 
to ask for a certain increase of power. But 
we will never anticipate such a contingency, 
yet if it arises we shall not shrink from the 
obligations devolving upon us. 

Referring to the ae question, Mr, 
Gladstone said :—The late Premier justly 
stated that if the Treaty of Berlin were 
carried out it would be very beneficial, and 
that England would not shrink from the 
obligations of the treaty. When we came 
into power we determined to uphold the 
treaty. We deny that we are enemies of 
Turkey. On the contrary, we have pursued 
a policy by which Turkey may continue to 
exist. To justify that existence two things 
are necessary, tho fulfilment of international 
obligations, and that the condition of Otto- 
man subjects be rendered tolerable by 
equal laws. No progress has yet been 
made in the Greek question, As to the 
European concert, we did not think it to be 
the duty of England to take apon itsolf all 
the obligations of the Treaty of Berlin, but 
wo wishod to promote the concert by amio- 
ablo moans, We have just reovived a 
telegram from the Sultan informing us that 
he has good hope that during to-day or to- 
morrow highly satisfactory news will be 
received from Dulcigno, Although the 
Zulu war is ended, yet anothor struggle has 
been begun which, I am sorry to say, has 
not yet terminated. As to India we have 
not yet accomplished all wo wish. Some 
portion of Afghanistan has been restored 
toa more hopoful condition. We have 
boon able to diminish by 30,000 men the 
force ongaged in Afghanistan. 

Mr. Gladstone brought his speech to a 
close with a toast to the health of the Lord 
Mayor.

Prof. Segeloke then askel the questinn ;— 
“‘Whatis the chemical composition ‘of the 
aromatic principles so much admired in but- 
ter!” He suggests that to solye this inter- 
esting question, elaborate experiments would 
be required, and in conclusion be sums up the 
roatt r by saying that this,at least, is certain, 
“tbat without decomposition there is no 
aroma—at least no aroma in the ordinary 
senso of the word.” 

The question here raised is an important 


ally in cheese-making, where it has been found 
that the flavor so much admired, which 
cheemongers express by the wird ‘tousby,” 
or *‘clean, sweet nutty fleyor,” is, in its best 
estate, the result of developing lactic acid in 
the curds. 

Before the inauguration of the cheese fac- 
tory system, when cheese was made up on 
the farm, the general opinion prevailed among 
the best and most oxperionced cheese-makers 
that a better flavored cheese came from 
milk having some age—at least. 12 hours 
od—and that inthe then method of manu- 
facture (a kind of sweet process)’ a finely- 
flavored cheese of the beat sort could not be 
made from milk drawn directly from the cow. 
This principle has been very clearly demon- 
strated by the Cheddar dairymen of Eugland, 
who develop lactic acid in their curds, and 
whose cheese has long been sought after as 
the best sort made in England, commanding 
the highest prices, Of course this develop- 
ment of lactic acid must not be carried too 
far, since itis then more or less destructive 
tothe aromatic principles predate fine fla- 
vor, and it is on account of developing acidity 
too far \that many cheese makers fail to ac- 
complish the highest results both as to flavor 
and mellow texture of theircheese. Itisa 
carious fact ia science that some of the most 
delightful flavors and perfumes are brought 
about from chemical changes or partial decom- 
position in products not particularly pleasant 
to the taste or smell 

The bitter substance of salicine, which is 
largely abstracted from willow bark, can by 
a peculiar process, be converted into a fra- 
grantessence, By another simple process 
this salicine isconverted into salicylic acid, 
and salicylic aid, when combined with wood 
ether, forms oil of Wintergreen. A compound 
of vinegar with potato ether giyes the Jargon- 
elle pear. Potato ether is prepared by dis. 
tilling potato spirit with oil of vitriol and 
acetate of potash) This other, when pure, 
haga peculiar fiuity emell, and when mixed 
with. ix times ite bulk of spirits of wine it 
acquired the peculiar pleasant oder of the 
Jargonelle pear. Apple oil is a’ compound of 
the same potato oramylic ether with an acid 
known to chemists ba the name of valerianio. 
The pure ether when dissolved in five or six 
times its bulk of alchohol, has a most agree- 
able flavor of apples, and is largely employed 
by confectioners, Grape oil and cognac oil 
are alao compounds of the amylic “or potato 
ether with acids, Toey are used for giving 
the desired cognac flavor to inferior brandies, 

Pineapple o.lis common wine-ether com- 
bined with butyrio acid, and then dissolved 
in alooho!, One mo.te of preparing the ether 
isto make butter into a soap, and to distil 
this eoap with alcohol and sulphuric acid, 
The essence of quinces is obtained by distill- 
ing oil of rue with diluted nitric acid. When 
dissolved in alcohol it possesses in the highest 
degree the agreeable odor of the oil which 
iu extracted from the peel of the quince, 

Formio and hippuric acids each yicld-- 
whon united with the wine and wood spirit 
others—very agreeable sorb! Formic 
acid is the acid of ants, but it can also bo 
formed artaficially. The hippurio acidis ex- 
tracted from the drainings of stables. Prof 
Johnson gives a long list of this sort of trans. 
formations, brought about by different acids, 
and he remarks that ‘‘this history cf the 
odors we enjoy illustrates in a remarkablo 
manner how, out of the most vile materials, 
chemistry by its magical process can oxtract 
the swoetest and most dobvirable substance.”

covering up and keeping down disagreeable 
tanta ; but the manner of its action, whothor 
it bo in developing with moro foree aromatic 
principles, or in killing the disagreeable taints 
in some way, has not as yot boon fully ox- 
plained. 

I give those facts to show that good cheese 
does not result simply in separating a cortain 
percentage of water from aweet milk, and that 
the Prope: dovelepment of lactic acid in the 
curd is among the firat and most important of 
thene, 

The effort to disguise the oporation of acid 
inthe curds under the name of ''a chéesy 
smell” or ‘‘ choosing’ is only a myastification 
of the art of cheese-making, likely to lead 
many astray, Chooso-makeors should havo a 
knowledge of lactic acid, and be taught how 
to use it properly and not te misuse it; for 
whon rightly used it becomos quite an import. 
ant aid in the hande of the choose-inaker for 
prodading a highly flavorod, rich, long-keopir g 
and highly appetining prodnot. ‘This the 
Cheddar dairyman of England have proved 
over and over again daring an experience of 
more than 200 yearn, 

Prof, Sheldon in his book on ‘* Dairy Farm- 
ing,” now going throuvh tho press, gives the 
following eonsiblo comments on this ques 
tion :

Roy. M. W. McLean read the 84th psalm, 
and the Rev, Dr, Jaques engaged in prayer. 

Mr. Carmichael read the anoual report of 
tho Association, It showed thatin tho past 
year tho Association had been very successful; 
seventeen persons had been provided for in 
tho Home, and at present it had ten inmates, 
while a large amount had been oxpended in 
out door relief. There is $350 to the credit 
of the building fund, and it was tho intention 
to build a laiger home, Tho Association num: 
bered 175 members. The roport referred in 
feeling ternis to the death of the late Mrs, 
Jaques, 

Rev. M. W. MoLean said this Association 
should receive the sympathy and support of 
every right minded iniividual, There were 
two sections in the work of the Association, 
namely the beneficent work and the purely 
Coristian work, In the Home for the Friend. 
less a number of poor persons found a home, 
Many families needed assistance who were nut 
paupers, and these persons were relieved by 
the Association, great good being done in this 
way. The agressively Christian work was 
the most difficult, but tbe noblest part of their 
labors. Socie+y is bitter witn the sinuer;while 
it should be strict, it should be ready to re- 
ceive the repentant sinner, This Association 
assisted all who wished toreform He moyed 
a resolution earnestly commending the As- 
sociation and approving of the work done by 
it. 

Rey. B. Lane seconded the resolution, The 
work of the Association—the feeding of the 
poor and the lifting up of the fallenan—was a 
good one and had beep well done, No other 
Society could do the work of this one. No 
person was too gcod to join in the work and 
no one would be hurt by doing so, He be- 
lieved that a larger field oflabor and greater 
achievements were before the Assoviation. 

Rev, Mr, Burke congratulated the Associa- 
tion on the amount of good they had accom- 
plished, It wasin the right path. While

Nothing seems too amall for the Ontario 
Government to take hold of. Their desire 
to maintain themselves in power is so all- 
engrossing and they are so unscrupulous as 
to the means of doing so, that they seom. 
ingly stick at nothing. The first ovidence 
of a disposition to make the moat of the 
patronage at their disposal and to centralize 
power in their own hands, was the dismissa) 
of the issuers of marriage licenses and the 
substitution of ‘good and true” Grits in 
the places of many of the officials thus re- 
moved. In other cases they appointed two 

or more where one had held office before, 
as in this city, where they placateda 
hungry and not very well disposed sup- 
porter by giving him an appointment of 
this class, his sales of licenses amounting, 
a0 'tis said, to two or three in number dur- 
ing his year of office. Next they took it 
upon themselves to honor those gentlemen 
learned inthe law whose political opinions 
were of the right stripe, by creating a 
number of them Queen’s Counsel and giv- 
ing them prceedence over those legally 
appointed by the Dominion Government, 
The Grit lump was leavened with a few 
Conservatives, to give a slight appearance 
of fair play in the matter, but of course the 
mass of the honored ones were supporters 
of the Government. This attempt to earn 
the gratitude of the legal profession came 
to naught, however, as the Supreme Uourt 
decided that the appointments were not 
within the power of the Legtlature, the 
expected gratitude of the appointees has 
not been earned. KHather, they having 
been made to appear ridiculous, will 
not be disposed to exert themselves 
very much in favor of the politicians 
who thus caused> the wounding of 
their self esteem. The next and 
grandest stroke was the coercion of the 
liquor interest, in favor of the powers that 
be by the appointment of License Commis- 
sioners and License Inspectors, who have 
served an immensely useful party purpose. 
Charmed with their success thus far, the 
centralizers at the last session of the 
Legislature, virtually took the appointment 
of gaclers into their hands and boldly 
seized control of the offices of Division 
Court Olerks and Division Court Bailiffs in 
Cities, Towns, and Villages, and thus 
made another addition to their strength 
and power. 

This latter seizure has already been 
operated to a considerable extent. A con- 
siderable number of Clerks and Bailiff 
have already been dismissed, and as a 
matter of course replaced with creatures of 
the Government, and doubtless other tran- 
sactions of the same nature will be reported 
before long. So far as the Belleville Uourt 
is concerned s new departure has been 
inaugurated, which shows some ingenuity 
on the part of our Provincial rulers. The 
former Olerk and Bailiff have been con- 
tinued in those positions, but an additional 
Bailiff—a faithful Grit named Herrington, 
from Prince Edward—has been appointed, 
who is to divide the business equally with 
the former apvointes. Thus, another 
supporter has been provided for, and a 
little additional influence secured for his 
patrons. How long will the people submit 
to this potty tyranny in the interest of tho 
party which proposes te be the party of the 
people, but which threatens ere long, unless 
its encroachments on the liberty of the 
subject be checked, to become as burden- 
some and distressing to this Province as 
was the Old Man of the Sea to Sinbad the 
Bailor.

Preparation of Bones for Use as 
Manure. 

As some members were anxious to obtain 
directions for the preparation of dissolved 
bones, he considered that it would be usetol 
to give some advice on the sabjact. He would 
recommend the farmers to ad »pt the following 
plan : Place in a wooden trough or tub the 
bones, broken into as small pieces as possible 
and pour up »n them one-thir! of their weight 
of water, and havieg steamed the mass, 80 as 
to render the bones completely moist, add one 
one-third of the weicht of tho b nes of sulphar- 
ic acid and the commoa vitrivl of the b’eichers 
then mix the materials completely by stirricg 
them with a wooden shovel or old spaie. The 
mixture may b conveniently made in an old 
sugar hogshead, aod should bs allowed to re- 
main some vecks previous to being used, It 
may be mixed, if necessary, with dry paat, 
mold, or re 1 charcoal, or with saw-dust ; but 
lime should not be added toit. By carefully 
following thexe directions the farmer may ob- 
tain a compouad of high fertilizng,va ue and 
euperior to m ny of the apscimens of dissolved 
bones offered for scle. The Sha of slaked 
lime and soap b iler’s refuss which some per- 
sons occasionally use should be wolsled, sy By

CHOKH-BORING GUNS. 


Haying dorived much pleasure trom tho 
porsual of tho articles and correspondence 
in Forest and Stream on the properties and 
performance of shot-guns, it has occurred 
to me that it might interest some of your 
bumerous roadors if I should narrate my 
experience in the boring and shooting of 
the same—oxtending overs full half-con- 
tury. 

In the summer of tho year 1830 I made 
the acquaintance of Mr, William Greener, 
who had a short time previously commonc- 
ed the business of a gun-maker in a shop 
on Collingwood street, Newcastlo-on-Tyne, 
England, and had many conversations with 
him on enbjects counectod with his trade. 
About this time the country began to be 
inondated with factory made guns, of the 
“Brammagom” class, which wery got up 
with sham twist, varnish, otc., so as to 
counterfeit gunmakers’ work and deceive 
the ignorant and unwary, and which wero 
rapidly transferring tho trade in the lower- 
priced grades of guns from the gunmakers 
to the hardware men. In order to counter- 
act, atleast in part, this tendency, Mr. 
Greener conceived the idea of publishing a 
pamphlet, exposing the true character of 
these specious but inferior, and, to the 
owners in many cases, dangerous weapons : 
and, in order to qualify himself more 
thoroughly for such exposure, he visited 
Birmingham and made himself acquainted, 
by personal observation, with the whole 
process of manvfacture—from the raw 
material to the finished weapon. On his 
return he brought with him samples of the 
several sorts of iron and steel used in the 
mak ngof barrels, from ‘‘ twopenny skélp” 
up to ‘* wire-twist” and ‘‘ Damascus,” 

Through the kindness of my esteemed 
friend, the late Sir Robert Shafto Hawks, 
I got for Mr. Greener the use of the test- 
ing machine at the extensive iron works of 
Messrs. Hawks & Oo., and from the data 
obtained by its use, I calculated for him the 
resisting power of each sort in barrels of a 
given thickness, and the strain to which 
they would be subjected with a given cali- 
bre and weight of charge. With these re- 
sults, and the information he had obtained 
at Birmingham, Mr. G: eener found himself 
in possession of a mass of matter suitable 
for a work of a higher class and greater ex- 
tent than he had at firat contemplated, and 
in due time *‘ Greener on the Gun” made 
its sppearance.

Air Locomotives. 
















English papers give an account of an air 
locomotive designed by Major Beaumont, 
of the Royal Engineers, From an account 
of an experiment made at Woolwich, some 
points may be gathered useful in subterra- 
nean communicatior in cities. The engine, 
haying received a charge of 100 cubic feet 
of air, with a pressure of 1,000 pounds to 
the square inch, left the Royal Arsenal 
station on October 6th, at 12 22 p. m., for 
a run to Dartford and back, about 16 miles. 
ln order to increase the energy of the air, 
it was heated, on being admitted to the 
cylinder, by a very small quantity of steam. 
The indications on the pressure-gauge, as 
different stations were passed, were 940 
pounds at 12.27 p.m.; 860 pounds at 12.33. 
and 760 pounds ; 540 ponnda pressure being 
the store of energy on arriving at Dartford 
at 12.50. Waste having been occasioned 
by shunting, the return journey beyan with 
a pressure of 510 pounds at 1.35 p.m, and 
Plumstead station was again reached at 2. 
10. This locomotive, not so large as one 
of our common street cars, weighs about 10 
tons, and draws a load of 16 tons up a mod- 
erate incline, It can be charged with air in 
fifteen minutes, does not send out any rush 
of steam{or noxious gases, and makes only 
a trifling noise. Its sanitary advantages 
for underground work are obvious, and it 
can also be used for surface roads, Major

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Chief Justice Cockburn. 


Sir Alexander James Edmund Cockburn, 
Lord Uhief Justice of England, died sud- 
denly at his residence in London early last 
Saturday morning. He was perhaps the 
ablest British jurist of his time, and dur- 
ing the past twenty years occupied a more 
prominent position in the eyes of his 
countrymen than any member of his pro- 
fession. Born in 1802, he had reached the 
ripe agé of 78,but his vigorous and powerful 
mind did not appear to feel the touch of 
age, and the day before his death he deliv- 
ered judgment in a difficult and complica- 
ted case, and walked home in the evening 
tohisdiuneras he had been accustomed 
to do foryears past, He possessed the 
iron’ constitution which is so often found 
in British men of intellectual activity. His 
father, Alexander Cockburn, was British 
Minister in Colombia, and his mother was 
adaughter of Viscount de Viginer of Santo 
Domingo. His uncle was Sir William 
Cockburn, Dean of York, and upon his 
death in 1858 Sir Alexander succeeded to 
the baronetecy. He graduated at Cam- 
bridge, was admitted to the bar in 1829, 
and his talents became immediately recog- 
nized. In 1841 he was made Queen's Coun- 
sel. He had always taken a keen interest 
in politica, and in 1847 he came forward as 
8 parliamentary candidate in Southampton. 
He was elected, and soon became distin- 
guished in ‘the House for his forensic 
talents—notably in 1850, when he estab- 
lished his reputation as a parliamentary

Small Change. 


We some time since drow attention to 
the inconvenience occasioned to business 
men, by the scarcity which at that timo 
existed of small change. This scarcity, 
instead of having been relieved, has be. 
come more oppressive, and oa remedy is 
imperatively necessary, as people in busi- 
ness hayo not only the inconvenience of 
hunting for change, but also lose heavily. 
The loss is illustrated in this senso by a 
gentleman well-known in trade circles here ; 
For inatance, he says, a customer makes a 
purchase amounting to a few conta and 
tenders a bill in payment. Chango not be- 
ing on hand and othors waiting to be 
sorved, the purchaser is returned the bill, 
with the intimation that ‘next time will 
do.” Now, both the buyer and seller aro 
very apt to forget the little transaction, and 
so the tradesman comes by a loss. When 
perhaps a dozen or twenty times aday such 
transactions take place, it will be seen at a 
glance that tho loss to the tradesman must 
be considerable, One shopkeeper recently, 
when greatly pressed with business on a 
Saturday, issued tickets redeemable by 

him in place of small change, but this 
make shift waa not altogether satisfactory 

dither to himself or to his customers, 

The only way to remody this nuisance is 
for the Government to issue a large addi- 
tional amount of silver coin of denomina- 
tions from 25 cents downward, and especi- 
ally of Band 10 cent pieces. Oopper coin 
is also scarce, and a further issue would be 
very acceptable tc retail traders. We con- 
fidently appeal to the Government in this 
matter, satisfied that they will promptly 
take the necessary steps to remove the 
nuisance, complaint as to which is 
made in all parts of the Proyince, so far

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THE TRENTON SWING BRIDGE ! 
Its Opening Yesterday ! 
Visit of the County Council. 


Tho now iron awing bridge cver the 
river at Trenton was opened for traffic yes 
terday in the presence of the County Council, 
which wont up to Trenton in the morning for 
the purpose of witnessing the opening of the 
bridge. The members of the Counc'l mot at 
the Dafoo House at 8a, m., and about half 
au hour later started on their journey.io..twe 
of Lako & Jenkins’ largent sloighs, The drive 
to Trenton was uneventful and was Accom: 
plished in about two hours —the party arriv. 
ing at the little town at half-past ten. As 4 
matter of course, aftor such a long and cold 
drive, it took considerable time to get the 
blood in circulation, which was done by tlio 
application of warmth both externally and 
internally ; aud by the time the Council wore 
roady for the bridge, dinner was roady for 
them, The Councilors wore then too pru- 
dent to proceed to the inspection of the bridge 
before dinner, for they well knew that in 
such case tho inspecticn would be too apt to be 
a hasty and suporticial ono; so they firat do>- 
patched the oxcollent dinner which Mr. Par- 
ent had provided for them at tho St. Law- 
rence Hotel, and then sallied forth into the 
storm with cheerful faces and contented 
hearts to view tho operiog of the fint iron 
bridge which has been constructed by the 
County. 

The bridge is a atructure which at once im- 
presses ono with the idea of ita great atroogth, 
The framework is almost wholly iron, and the 
massive atone substructure on which it rests 
lcoks as though an earthquake even of more 
than ordinary proportions would not serve to 
move it, All our readera who have visited 
Trenton will easily remember the position of 
the suwing-bridge, The whole bridge, from 
shore to shore, is 750 feet in length. More 
than four-fifths of this, on the eastern side of 
the river, is s’ationary and covered ; the re- 
maining space, from the western end of the 
covered bridge to the western bank, is spanned 
by the swing:bridge. It is 132 feet in length, 
18 feet in width, and 14 feet 6 incbes, clear, in 
height. The turning table, resting on the pier 
in the centre of the apace between the covered 
bridge and the bank, is 23 feet in diameter ; 
and the two stone rests at either end of the 
bridge are 18 inches each—thus leaving a clear 
space of 53 feet on each side of the bridge when 
it is swung, a space eufficiont to enable the 
largest veescls to pass through, The weight 
of the iron which was used in the construction 
of the bridge is between 30 aud 35 tons, and 
the weight of the whol» superstructure is 
about 45 tons. The bridge iaswung by means 
of a lever which connects with a shaft running 
down through the centre of the bridge, The 
shaft terminates ina ‘‘pinion,” (a small cogged 
wheel), the cogs in which fit into cogs in the 
side of an immense flat stationary wheel fixed 
on the pier,andthepinion, being forced around 
this circle, moves the bridge aloog with it. 
The lever is easily worked by two men. The 
bridge rests on a massive circular pivot-pier of 
solid masonry, which to seo is alons almost 
worth the journey to Trenton. Its estimated 
weight is something over 700 tons. It is 22 
feet 9 inches high, from the bed of the river 
to the top, and stands 6 feet 9 inches above 
the surface of the water—the depth of the 
water being about 16 feet. Tho construction 
of the pier was by far the most difficult part 
of the whole undertaking. At firat a cofferdain 
was suuk on the location of the pier, and 
Calcott’s steam pump was employed to pump 
the water out, This plan, howeyer, resulted in 
a failure, owing to the shelvy uneven bottom, 
which allowed thé water to flow in under the 
bottom of the casing. However, they suc 
ceeded in forming a level bottom as the 
foundation of the pier, divers being employ ed 
for the purpose, who levelled the bottom with 
solid Masvusy. Thenext.step was the con- 
struction of an immense octagonal Gubthig wt! 
a heavy pine bottom, like agreat tub, This 
was sunk on the site of the pier, The masonry 
work was built inside this giant tub, and as 
it filled it eaok till it finally settled on the 
concrete foundation which had been prepared 
for it. The top of the casing may atill be seen 
protruding a couple of inches aboye the ice. 
The stones used in the construction of the pier 
are about 15 inches in thickness and from 3 to 
6 feet in length. Above water mark the stone 
is all nicely cutand finished. Itis of excel- 
lent quality and was procured at the Carrying 
Place, about four miles trom Trenton. 


THE COST 
of the whole structure will be somewhere be. 
tween $19,000 ani $11,000—the different parts 
of the work costing as follows: Superstruo- 
ture, $3,000 ; mason work on pivot and shore 
piers and removing old piers, about $6,000 ; 
turning-table, $1,500. The superstructure 
was the work of the Hamilton Bridge Co, 
represented by Mr, A. Jameson, who super- 
intended the work; the turning-table was 
cast in the foundry of the Messrs, Weddell, 
of Trenton; avd the masonry work was dooe 
by Mr, Thos, Russell, of Morrisburg. The 
work has not yet been completed, for there 
has yet to be built, this winter, about fifty 
feet above the river and in a line with the 
pivot pier, another stone pier for the bridge 
to rest upon whenit is swung, It will also 
serve as a breakwater, to protect the pivot 
pier from ice and log jams in the spring. 
Probably a short history of 
THE OLD BRIDGE 

would not be out of place or uninteresting to 
our readers. It was built just fifty yoars ago, 
and was constructed entirely of wood. Tho 
substantial way in which they used to build 
in thoso days is attested by the fact that the 
bridge which now stands js tho identical 
bridge that was built half a century ago—tho 
samo roof, the same clapboards, the same 
timbers ; and it has only been shingled once 
sinceit was erected. Tho site of the old 
drawbridgo was between the western end of 
the coyered bridge and a picr where the pivot. 
pier now stands. On this pier stood the toll. 
house—for the bridge was not free thon, but 
a regular toll of 4 coppors for pedestrians and 
a shilling fora span of horaps was chargod 
each way. ‘The privilege of collecting tolls 
was leased by the Government by tender, but 
the Government reserved to itself the right

Wasuinoron, D. 0., Nov. 23.—A large 
box was received and unpacked at the White 
House to-day, which was found to contain 
a@ massive desk or writing table, a prasent 
from Queen Victoria we one President. It is 
made of live oak, seighs 1,390 lbs., is elab- 
orately carved, and altogether is a magnifi- 
cent specimen of workmanship. Upon a 


‘smooth panel is the following inscription : 


‘© H. M. S. Resolute,forming part of the 
expedition sent in search of Sir John 
Franklin in 1852, was abandoned in lat. 
74.41, long. 101.22 west, on the 15th May, 
1854. She was discovered and extricated 
on Sept. 8, 1855 in lat. 67 north, by Capt. 
Buddington, of the United States whaler 
George Henry. The ship was purchased, 
fitted out, and sent to England as a gift to 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria, by the Presi- 
dent and people of the United States, as a 
token of good-will and friendship. This 
table was made from her timbers when she 
was broken up, and is presented by the 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland to the 
President of the United Statesas a memoria] 
of the courtesy and loving kindness which 
dictated the offer of the gift of the Reso- 
lute.”

Under the above h:ading the Grit organ 
of this city in its issue of the 27th, in re- 
ferring to the Inreuiicsxogr’s market 
reports, says : 

“‘The market reports in its columns are 
clai ed to be above suspicion, and corrected 
daily. {ts patrons are asked to govern them- 
selves by the quotations found there. On the 
24th inst., the day we referred to, barley was 
qvoted in this model commervial, literary and 
geseral newspaper at 85 to 90c. Now it warts 
us to believe that the price paid for No. 1 bright 
barley oo our streets was $1.00—ten cents a 
bushel more than its market report stated.” 


Had the above quotation been correct we 
would have had nothing to ssy ; but our 
comments on the atate of the market on the 
dey in question read: ‘‘The bulk of the 
barley offered to-day, was purchased at 
85c., a few loads brought 900. and for one 
lot of extra bright 950 was offered.” Fol 
lowing the above comments come the 
figures, which quote barley 850. to 90c., 
which was probably the average market 
price,there being a considerable difference, 
as everyone knows, between the price ,aid 
for grain on any given day and the average 
market price. Such were our advices up to 
the time of writing our market report, but 
during the course of the day the market 
fluctuated, as it often does, and gs high as 
s dollar was paid ; and our market report 
of the day following quotes barley as being 

worth a dollar for the best samples. 

It is well that the local Grit organ does 
not ask its readers to govern themselves by 
its market reports,for on the day in question 
(the 24th) this ‘* model commercial literary 
and general newspaper” quotes barley at 
70c. to 80c. The day following it asks the 
local grain dealers why they only paid 95c

Rov, Dr. Jeffers, pastor of the church, 
occupied the pnipit in the morpiug, Ho 
chose his text in Proverbs xiii, 17: ‘I lovo 
thom that love mo, and thoy that seek mo 
early shall fiad mo.”

Thore aro two waya a thing oan bo impor- 
tant, It may bo the principal thing to produce 
an offect, or the principal thing to prevent an 
effect, Its importance is cither positive or 
nogative in character, The thing of the most 
fundamental importance in tho Gospel is 
justification by faith, but it is also important 
that wo should uso oyery moans that God ha® 
provided to enable ourselves and our fellowa 
to obtain the gift of justification, Both are 
aliko necessary and obligatory, though not 
equal in importance. The thinga of the most 
importance for the growing of grain, aro tho roil 
suvlixht aal showors ; but many 4 harvest 
has been destroved through lack of proper 
sultivation of the land, want of fenoss, and 
otherforms of neglect. God provides the essen 
tislaad most important sg»ats, but wo must 
do our part in those works of nature which are 
to rereult in benefit to ourselves, It is the 
same way with spiritual things. God provides 
ns with the yreat plan of salvation, justification 
by faith ; we must do our part in becoming 
possessed of the gift provided for us, Thoro 
have been times in the history of the church 
when strict orthodoxy prevailed aad yet the 
church was cold, lifeless, and almost useless. 
There have also been times “when orth doxy 
prevailed and when the influence of religion 
was {lt with irresistible power in the world 
when every means for the spread of the Goepel 
was made uso of, The present time is one in 
which more activity prevails in the sproad of 
the Gorpel than in any preceding age. One o 
the great questions whieh 18 occupying the 
attention of ths charch throughout the world 
is. what is the most effectual way of teaching 
the Gospel ; and the great fact that the best 
way in to bring the children into a knowledge 
of the truth in very early life is becoming more 
and more recognized. In the past the church 
has not dono its duty in letting the children 
know that divine wisdom tells the young that 
they may seek Godearly. But there Las been 
a remarkable change iu this respect withiu tho 
past thirty or forty years, People used to 
think that religion should not be looked for in 
children—that one could not expect to find old 
heads on youngshculders, Their spiritual life 
was in a great measure overlooked ; they were 
not allowed to take part in the ordinances of 
religion, This is a fundamental mistake, If 
it be true that chil lren may seek God early, 
the church has all along neglected her 
daty. If the truth had been recogaized and 
acted on earlier the world would be far differ 
ent from what it now is. Over a thousand 
years ago the Goths overran Europe, sweeping 
every obstacle before them with irresistible 
furce ; and while they conquered the Romans 
the Christian religion conquered them. Sup- 
pose the Charch had th n begun in the right 
way and educated the children, in very ear y 
life, in the truths of the Gospel; it would not 
be too much to say that ail Europe—nay, the 
whole world—would now be leavened with 
the true spirit of Christianity. But the ligat 
of the Gospel was not revealed to those early 
Christiana in ali its brilliancy ; they were no! 
capable of receiving it ; and the result was 
that the religious education of the children 
was ne. lected, and they grew up half-pagans, 
In _tucceeding generations the influen e of 
Christiavity became tess—and less felt, unti 
it became alm st wholly extinct. Tis “saa 
decadence would haye been prevented had the 
church early rec:goized the importence of 
teaching the Gospel in ea ly lite. The Bible 
says, ‘‘ The fear of the Lord is the teginving 
of wisdow.”’ ‘Thies witdom, of course, means 
Divine wisdom, It means reliyion--a wise 
practical principle of living. The fear of the 
Lord is not, however, the egynning of religion 
only, but isthe beginning of every form o 
wisdom, and of everything that is good. 
Even the philosopher must begin with the 
fear of the Lord, orhe will get off the right 
track. The scientist must begin with the fear 
of Gedin his heart, or he will certainly be 
led astray. If we want to begin righf we 
must begin with the fear of the Lord. We 
may try ourselves to solve life’s knotty pro- 
biemg, but our efforts will prove unavailing if 
we begin without the fear of the Lord in our 
hearts. Aman who invents and makep p 
piece of machinery must surely know its 
atraotyre, its functions, its capabilities, aud 
its relations to other asts of machinery; and 
does not God best understand the workg of 
His own hand? lle is the framor of the 
usfiverse, and understands everything in it, as 
well as the laws by which it is governed— 
which the fiuite mind of map can never do, 
Au well might an untotored sayage, fresh 
from his nitive wilds, attempt to meddle with 
and improve ong delicate and complicated 
piece of machinery—tho result of long years 
of sucvegsive mprovementsa—as men to at- 
tempt, through their own minds, to compre- 
hend aod explain God’s mysterious creation 
and all the laws which yovero it, Wisdom, 
then, or religion, should preceds all other 
knowledge. What is the moaving of socking 
religion? It means the quest of that whica 
ip the most precious treasure & man can have 
in this life, Thogo that would havo religivo 
must acekit, Goporally, nowadays, religion 
goon sevking poople instead of people sovking 
religion. There is something absurd about 
this—b: gging and praying mon to accept 
without monty ga without price that compared 
towhiob all othor possible gifts gre worthloss, 
We sh uld not seek religion because we aro 
compelled through torror to do so, byt for its 
own saky, as sumothing to bo desired.

Ii the importance of the wo:k were more rec- 
ognized than it is, and the work carried on as 
it should be, there would soon be no necessity 
to preach to people as the missionaries in 
heathen countries preach to saveges—frapti- 
cally exhorting them to accept the priceless 
boon which is offered them free; but people 
would come naturally, easily, and of their own 
accord, into the kingdom. 


EVENING SERVICE. 


At evening service Ur. Jeffers took for his 
cext the sec: ni epistle of Timothy, third chap" 
ter and fifteenth verse: ‘‘And that froma 
child thou hast known the holy scriptures; 
whizb are able to make theo wise unto salva- 
tion through faith which is in Christ Jesus.’s 

He said that in the morning service he had 
considered the Christisn espect of the Sunday 
School. Religion was the one thing needful, 
and if children put off the acceptance of 


to this resisting Christ in childhood he httri- 
bused the monstrous state cf things existing 
that almost every one was resisting the spirit. 
For the evenjag service he said he would take 
the other branch of the subject, and consider 
the Sunday Schoo} asa place of instruction. 
Mony, he 6814, m2eke the mistake of losing 
sight of the Sunday School asa place of in- 
struction, as many neulect this design of the 
Sunday School. Such schools become weak 
intellectually, the teaching degenerates into 
exhorting and advising, which the scholars 
learn to consider as teasing. He thought in 
the end this was the better way to secure the 
saving of children, namely, to firat secure theif 
intellectual respect by making them think 
they were really yetting something by attend’ 
ing the school. He read a great deal of the 
Various o-eans devised to make schools pttrac 
tive, but ho believed it possible to so instruct 
as to wake a school attractive, provided the 
teacher was really prepared to give instruo. 
tion, ag youth slways wanted to learn new 
ideas, Youth js the age of curiosity, but in 
imparting instruction’one should not lose 
sight of the soul’s salvation, Bear in 
mind,, he said, what Peter said of 
Timothy, “Thou hast known the holy scrip- 
tures,” aad ocear in mind he spake of the scrip- 
tures themselves and not of a substitute for 
the scriptyres. Some Christians, he said, read 
a great deal of religious matter, which wo 
wellenough, but they should pot forget the 
Bible itself, as all other books, however good 
they might be, were the views of man, and 
colored with the mind they came from. Go, 
he said, go to the fountain; get God’s own 
word, for that is the original authority, and 
everyone who yeads the Bible goes to the 
oldest original document in the world, If we 
wish wisdom, the Bible contains information 
wo can get ia noo\hr book. It givos us tho 
history of the early world, Inscriptions give 
usa kind of ap account of the early history 
of the world, but not in the clear and common 
ponro way the Kiblo gives it. Thero is wisdom 
in the knowlodgo that thé world was mado by 
God, and that thore is one supreme being who 
hao all things under his contrel, managing 
eyerytbing for human welfere, Our own 
destiny j1a mystery that man has tried to 
solvo and jt isa source of wisdom to bo told 
by tho Bible what that destiny is, what God 
has done and willdo for us, aad how to live 0 
improve our life; for if wo live a8 directed by 
the Biblo wo will live a beautiful and blame, 
lean lifo, and oar life in this world would har.
